"Seekest  thou  great  things  for 
thyself?  Seek  them  not  ..." 
(Jeremiah  45:6). 

With  this  motto  as  the  guiding 
principle  of  his  life,  Dr.  William 
P.  Jacobs  began  Presbyterian 
College  75  years  ago  in  class- 
rooms on  the  Thornwell  Orphan- 
age campus.  The  prospective  stu- 
dents were  mostly  among  the 
465  residents  of  Clinton  in  the 
year  1880.  The  financial  back- 
ing was  from  the  133  members 
of  the  Clinton  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  some  of  these  were 
from  the  24  children  at  Thorn- 
well. 

The  500  students  now  at  PC 
come  from  fourteen  states  and 
two  foreign  countries  and  are 
housed  on  an  attractive  campus 
of  55  acres.  Assets  exceed  $2,000,- 
000  and  are  steadily  increasing. 
The  61,544  Presbyterians  of 
Georgia  and  the  58,235  Presby- 
terians of  South  Carolina  have 
accepted  financial  responsibility 
for  the  college  program. 

If  the  3,027  PC  alumni  will 
give  their  enthusiastic  support  to 
the  development  program  now  in 
progress,  we  should  be  able  to 
achieve  within  a  few  years  after 
our  Diamond  Jubilee  as  great  a 
development  as  the  institution 
had  during  the  first  75  years  of 
its  history. 

Recent  examples  of  alumni  gen- 
erosity convince  us  of  your  be- 
lief that  this  dream  merits  reali- 
zation.

Presbyterian  College  awarded 
baccalaureate  degrees  to  102  sen- 
iors and  honorary  degrees  to  four 
alumni  and  a  triend  as  the  high- 
lights of  its  75th  commencement 
exercises  on  June  3-4.

Dick  of  Raleigh;  Bonneau  Dick- 
son of  Atlanta;  William  J.  Hazel- 
wood  of  Decatur,  Ga.;  and  Ted 
Jones  of  Columbia.  All  except 
Jones   are   PC   alumni. 

Another  alumnus.  Dr.  Marshall 
Z.  Dendy  of  Richmond,  Va.,  de- 
livered   the    commencement    ad- 


dress. And  Dr.  Robert  Strong 
of  Augusta,  Ga.,  preached  the 
baccalaui  eate     ermon. 

Both  men  are  prominent  Pres- 
byterian leaders,  Dr.  Dendy  serv- 
ing as  head  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  for  the  Presby- 
terian Church  US  and  Dr.  Strong 
as  pastor  of  the  Augusta  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Special  ceremonies  dedicating 
the  new  dormitory,  Bailey  Hall, 
were  held  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

In  addition  to  their  degrees, 
27  senior  ROTC  cadets  received 
commissions  as  second  lieuten- 
ants in  the  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps.  Awards  and  medals  also 
were  presented  to  mark  special 
achievement  in  various  fields  of 
college  endeavor. 

The  five  honorary  degree  recip- 
ients were  selected  from  a  large 
list  of  candidates  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  in  concurrence  with 
the  PC  faculty. 

Bagnal,  a  native  of  Manning, 
S.  C,  has  served  as  pastor  of  the 
Bennettsville  First  Church  since 
1952.  Prior  to  that  he  was  for 
nine  years  pastor  of  the  Easley 
Presbyterian  Church  and  earlier 
served  churches  in  Belton  and 
Honea  Path,  S.  C,  during  the 
years  1931-43.  He  received  his 
BA  degree  from  PC  in  1927. 

Dick  is  pastor  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in 
Raleigh,  a  position  he  has  held 
since  1935.  His  earlier  pastorates 
included  churches  in  Pulaski,  Va., 
Andrews,  S.  C,  and  Kingstree. 
S.  C.   A  native  of  Sumter  County, 


he   received   his   BA  degree   from 
PC  in  1922. 

Dickson  has  held  the  pulpit  of 
Atlanta's  Rock  Spring  Church  for

the  past  13  years.  He  went  there 
in  1943  after  nine  years  as  chapel 
minister  for  the  Independent 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Savan- 
nah. A  native  of  Pickens,  S.  C 
Dickson  received  his  BA  degree 
from  PC  in  1930. 

Hazelwood,  stated  clerk  of  At- 
lanta Presbytery  since  1943,  has 
been  pastor  of  the  Columbia 
Church  of  Decatur  for  the  past 
eight  years.  Prior  to  this  charge,

Alumni  Steadily  Increase  Support 

To  Diamond  Jubilee  Development  Program 


Alumni  are  throwing  their  support  solidly  behind  Presbyterian 
College's  Diamond  Jubilee  Development   program. 

A  total  of  $49,251  has  been  reported  in  subscriptions  thus  far  from 
alumni  in  the  four  regions  where  campaigns  have  been  completed  (and 
through     some     advanced      gifts ••

elsewhere).  The  regions  include 
Laurens  and  Newberry  counties, 
Atlanta,  Aiken  and  Augusta. 
This  report  does  not  include  the 
Greenville  and  Spartanburg  areas 
nor  the  Rome  and  LaGrange  re- 
gions, where  solicitations  are  not 
yet  completed. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-two 
alumni  have  subscribed  this  total. 
for  an  average  of  $195  per  gift. 

As  a  result  of  this  type  of  sup- 
port and  that  of  Presbyterian 
friends  in  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina,  the  development  pro- 
gram now  stands  at  $470,000  in 
its  bid  to  raise  $750,000  for  PC 
during   1956.

Beckon   PC's  Allen   Morris 


Presbyterian  tennis  star  Allen  Morris  will  play  in  the  famous  Wim- 
bledon tournament  in  England  this  June. 

He  also  has  been  picked  for  the  12-man  preliminary  United  States 
Davis  Cup  squad. 

With  these  two  announcements  and  as  captain  of  PC's  top  net  squad 
in  history,  Allen  Morris  once  more  dominated  the  spring  sports  scene 
at  Presbyterian  College. 


This  powerful  stroking  red- 
head from  Atlanta  thus  com- 
pleted his  college  career  in  a 
blaze  of  glory  which  also  included 
winning  every  intercollegiate 
match  of  the  season.  Among  his 
victims  was  Sammy  Giammalva 
of  Texas,  the  ninth-ranked  East- 
ern Grass  Courts  champion. 

Morris,  ranked  number  two  in 
the  south  and  17th  nationally,  led 
the  Hosemen  to  18  victories 
against  only  three  defeats  in  1956. 
The  triumphs  included  such  pow- 
ers as  the  University  of  Texas. 
Louisiana  State,  Southern  Meth- 
odist and  Duke,  while  all  three 
losses  came  at  the  hand  of  top- 
ranked  University  of  Miami  (un- 
der the  direction  of  former  PC 
Coach  Bill  Luiler). 

Presbyterian  Coach  Jim  Leigh- 
ton  labeled  the  squad  the  best 
of  his  seven-year  tenure  here,  and 
it  probably  would  rank  as  the 
best  in  PC's  great  tennis  history. 

Enroute  to  this  record,  the  Blue 
Hose  swept  through  their  16th 
consecutive  South  Carolina  cham- 
pionship —  Morris  wrapping  up 
the  singles  title  again  and  then 
teaming   with  Johnny   Brownlow

sport  spring  program.  The  golf 
team,  playing  sharply  in  the  state 
tournament,  scored  a  convincing 
triumph  to  capture  the  Little 
Four  title.  Led  by  Bob  Odum 
of  Waycross,  Ga.,  and  Warren 
Mays  of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  the 
PC  squad  registered  633  in  taking 
the  small  college  trophy. 

Coach  Lonnie  McMillan's  track- 
men had  to  settle  for  third  place 
in  the  state  track  meet  held  for 
the  29th  time  on  the  Presbyterian 
track.  But  PC  provided  one  of 
the  meet's  most  colorful  perform- 
ers in  dashman  Delane  Johnson 
of  Spartanburg,  a  trim  speedster 
who  captured  both  the  100  and 
220-yard  dash  events  and  who 
turned  in  a  time  of  9.8  seconds 
in  the  century. 

Inexperience  hurt  the  baseball 
team,  which  turned  in  the  dim- 
mest record  of  the  season.  There 
were  flashes  of  sharp  play,  how- 
ever, which  gave  Coach  Jerry 
Wampfler  reason  for  optimism  as 
he  thought  of  a  more  seasoned 
outfit  next  year.

Bill  Carter  '52,  who  led  his 
Heath  High  squad  to  the  state's 
only  undefeated  regular-season 
record,  was  chosen  for  the  honor 
in  this  cradle  of  United  States 
basketball  by  the  Louisville  Cou- 
rier-Journal.
